INEVITABLE PUNISHMENT 
THE CURE FOR CRIME. 


The execution of a Chinese murderer with lethal 
gas in the Nevada state prison is bringing forth 
the customary flood of tears from sentimentalists 
who seem to believe that law should be designed 
and enforced for the benefit of the lawbreaker 
rather than for the law abiding. We heard no sobs 
from these séntimentalists for the victim of this 
murderer, shot to death in cold blood, for pay. The 
expression of agony is all on the faces and in the 
words of those who look upon such. drastic pun- 
ishment of crime as an example 0° death dealing 
which innumerable potential criminals will seize 
upon and follow with murderous results. 


Such sentimentality ignores the fundamental pur- 
pose of criminal law and the punishment of crime, 
which is to protect society by discouraging crime. 
It is a sentimentality which has long been pain- 
fully evident im this country. It extends not alone 
to capital punishment but to punishment for other 
crimes than murder. It is babed upon a vague 
theory that the law should be désigned to reform 
criminals rather than to put them away where 
they cannot continue their erimminal practices and| 
to punish them for crime already committed. 

Following out such sentimental theories, numer- 
ous individuals and a few organizations have as- 
sailed the practice of putting convicted felons in 
uniforms of stripes. Such uniforms originally were 
designed to make the capture of escaping prisoners 
more certain. They soon became a badge of shame 
and disgrace. That shame and disgrace was part 
of the punishment inflicted. But the good people 
who sought to make over the criminal] rather than 
to protect the innocent moved to abolish such 
marks of shame lest they prevent reform. Their 
idea is to make prison a comfortable educational 
institution. Of course, they ‘cannot succeed. The 
imprisonment hurts worse than. the stripes. But 
if they could they would remove the oustandirg 
obstacle to crime. 

The same theorists tiave assailed capital punish- 
merit in any form, the hangman's noose, the electric 
chair, and now the lethal chamber. If death is | 
decreed, they want to make it easy. It can never | 
be easy. It can be, and probably is, virtually in- 
stantaneous and painless in any of the forms men- 
tioned. But ‘that is beside the point, which {6 the| 
necéssity of discouraging crime. Such discqurage- 
ment must come not only through punishmefgt but 
through the inevitability of punishment. 

If any one doubts that crime is discouraged 
through such inevitability, let him consider the sit- 
vation in England compared with that in America. } 
In England murderers are caught and promptly 
hanged.

DYING OUT. 

ROM Washington to Coolidge, 
thirty men have occupied the 
presidential chair. The number of 
wives of these men is thirty-two. 

The total for Presidents and wives of 
Presidents -is fifty-one. The average 
number of children born alive to the 
family required to perpetuate the stock 
at the present time is a fraction over 
three. In George Washington's day it 
was probably not far from five. The 
number of children fathered by all the 
Presidents is 108, an average of three 
and t 

Four and a half would not be far 
from the required average requirements 
for the period. To make this average, 
130 total births would have been re- 
quired. This calculation suggests that 
the families of the Presidents are being 
extinguished. A study of the families in- 
dicates that this probably is the case. 


~~ 

Washington had no children. The 
Adims family was a very large one. 
John had five children. John Quincy, 
four. ‘There are some descendants of 
John Adams living today, but I am con- 
vinced there are far fewer than people 
think. Thomas Jefferson had five chil- 
dren, but only two grew to maturity and 
the last descendant of Jefferson died 
many years ago. Madison had no chil- 
dren. Monroe had two daughters. Both 
married. I have not been able to learn 
of a living descendant of Monroe. Jack- 
son had no children. 

Five of the first six families who ¢ec-, 
cupied the White House have been ex- 
tinguished. Martin Van Buren had four 
sons.. Two reached mat I doubt 
if there is a living descendant of Van 
Buren., W. H. Harrison had a iarge 
family—ten children, according to the 
World Almanac. One grandson became 
President. Some of the Harrison de- 
scendants are living. Tyler had four- 
teen children. He has one living son 
besides some other descendants. Polk 
had no children. Taylor had six chil- 
dren. Posstbly some of the descendants 
of his daughters are living. Fillmore 
had two. children. None of his. descend- 
ants are living. Pierce had three sons. 
None of his descendants are living.

FRESH AIR COWS. 

ANITATION experts warn dairy- 
men to watch the ventilation of 
their barns during the cold, damp 
weather common in spring. Lock- 

Ing dairy s in a tight barn to pro- 
tect them from the cold, rainy, stormy 
weather is often overdone. Closing 
all doors and windows of a barn that 
has tight walls and ceiling, shutting 
out air, fresh air forces cows to 
breathe the stale air over and over 
again. Keeping cows where they can- 
not get an abundance of fresh air is 
almost as harmful as withholding feed. 
Fresh air is recognized as being about 
as important as a well balanced ration. 

A fair sized cow, weighing around 
1,000 pounds, is said to inhale more 
air by weight than the food and water 
she consumes in a day and night. A 
cow this: size would take into her 
lungs about 224 pounds of air in a 
single day. 

Exposure to stormy weather and al- 
lowing cows to stand before open doors 
and windows where there is draft must 
always be avoided. No farmer will 
ever be able to offer 4 satisfactory 
excuse to sanitation experts for not 
providing adequate ventilation for his 
cows. B. W. Fairbanks, a Colorado 
dairy specialist, claims that fresh air 
is not only necessary in the mainte- 
nance of a cow’s health, but is also a 
factor in economic production. To pro- 
duce milk, cows must have plenty of 
oxygen going into their lungs. Air is 
cheap and if supplied in abundance it

means more profit to the farmer,
